The taxpayers of Belle 
Glade are spending very 
conservative. minimum cost 
estimate of $17,469 a year to 
mow privately owned lots, 
city commissioners found 
‘out last week during a 
workshop session.

South Bay seeks elbow room 


SOUTH BAY — The city 
commission resolved Tues- 
day night to create 
“Greater South Bay Are: 
by asking the state legis- 
lature to reserve some 15 
land 
for 


square miles of 
surrounding the city 
future annexation. 

Should the legislature 
decide to reserve the land in 
question, it would provide 
South Bay with enough area 
to expand to seven times its 
present size. 

City Attorney Allen Ever- 
ard also told the commission 
during its regular meeting 
that a large parcel of land 
has for years been inside the 
city limits without the city 
being aware of it. 

Everard pointed out that 
the corporate limits of the 
city are defined as “All of 
sections 11 and 14 in 
Township 44 South.” 

Pat of section 11. 
however, has traditionally 
been left out of the, city 
limits because of a survey. 
or's note which has appeared 
on all city maps, which says, 
“Section 11 is a Fractional 
Section Therefore, City 
Limits are at meander line 
shown in drawing." 

Everard said engineers 
who have-done the survey 
ing in the past, however, 
drew the line at the 
meander line because that 
was the line +f the old muck 
dike washed away during 
the 1928 hurricane. 

Before the construction of 
the Herbert Hoover dike, 
the area north of the 
meander. line was under 
water and it is Everard's 
contention that the land is 
now part of the city. 

That, however, had 
nothing to do with the 
resolution passed by the 
commission which would set 
aside sections 1, 2, 9, 10, 12, 
13, 15, 16, 21, ಐ.

With neither side of the  firefighters-city 
squabble apparently willing to concede a single item 
to che other which isn't required by law and both 
sides’ all- too- obvious eagerness to find huge of nits 
at which to pick, it seems 85 though the taxpayers 
are going to be treated to an expensive broo-ha that 
won't wait. 

And the fact that both the newly formed 
Firefighters Local 2476, which is reported to 
represent seven of the ten Belle Glade paid firemen, 
and the city commission, which is reported to 
represent the taxpayers, have resorted to outsiders 
for representation would be funny if it weren't so 
expensive. 

What we'd like to have here is for the city 
firemen, not a representative for the Internationl 
Firefighters Association, and the city commission- 
ers not a labor lawyer, sit down and see if they can't 
find out what the problem is and find a solution. 

Barring that, what we'd like to have here would 
be to go ahead and hold an election of firemen and 
let's see if they do indeed feel they need union 
recognition. 

If they do want the union, state law says they 
have the right to one, whether we like it or not (and 
we don't). 11 they don't want one, it won't be voted 
in and the whole thing will be history. 

And if they do want the union bad enough, 
they'll eventually get it, so for crying out loud why 
waste all the time, money and ill feelings on the 
recognition. 

Save that for the bargaining table, if it gets that 
far.

The metric system is on the way 


The coming conversion of 
America to the metric 
system may eventually 
affect land measurement and 
property records in. the 
United States, in the opinion 
of Thomas S. MeDonald, 
President of the Florida 
Land Title Association. 
MeDonald, who also is 
President of The Abstract 
Corporation with offices in 
Sanford, DeLand and Day- 
tona, expressed the belief 
that the transition would be 
made in such fashion that it 
would not cause any 
disruption in existing re- 
cords of any abridgement of 
rights in real property. 
"Over the years, there 
have been many changes in 
measurement standards," he 
said. "The real estate 
industry, title companies 


. and others concerned with 


‘Tallahassee 


the orderly transfer of 
property have always been 
able to cope with them and 
protect all the parties 
involved. The expertise: of 
these groups will be equally 
effective in adapting to the 
metrie system ог апу 
variation of it.” 

McDonald said that, in 
researching land measure- 
ments recently, he found 
that our present system of 
inches, feet, yards and miles 
have their roots in antiquity. 
The meridian mile, a unit 
still used throughout the 
world, was established by 
4,000 B.C. as 400 cubits or 
1,000 Egyptian fathoms. 


Even so, McDonald's 
research uncovered many 
whimsical and imprecise bits 
of history on and measure- 
ments which have been in 
effect at times. For 
instance, there is a direct 
relationship between the 
ground your home is built 
upon and 16 men coming out 
of church one Sunday 
morning 400 years ago. The 
length of the left feet of the 
first. 16 men emerging from 
that church established the 
length of the rod as-we know 
it today. It takes 160 of 
those rods, squared, to make 
an acre, now one of the more 
common measuring units. 


„Other early measuring 
units were just ೩3 imprecise. 
Опе of the first known 
standards, established about 
6,000 B.C. along the Nile and 
оп the plains of Chaldea was 
the cubit which is referred 
to frequently in the Bible. 
The cubit was the length of 
the bent forearm from the 
point of the elbow to the tip 
of the middle finger of the 
outstretched hand — about 
18 to 19 inches. It was the 
unit used in building the 
pyramids, each side of which 
measures 500 cubits. 
Egyptians also used the 
span, about half а cubit, 
which was ‘the length 
between the tips of the 
thumb and the little finger 
of the outstretched hand.
